PennsylvaniansAnnounce 
They Will Favor Bill; 
Long Battle Will End 
Today With Vote.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—(4)- - 
Senators Reed and Grundy, republic- 
ans, of Pennsylvania, came out today 
for the tariff bill on the eve of the 
final showdown on the legislation in 
the senate and dispelled all fears in 
the minds of republican leaders that 
the measure might fail. 

Proponénts of the measure look {or 
passage tomorrow. by two votes and 
for house approval on Saturday. 

Senator Reed, in a 20-minute 
speech, told an intensely expectant 
senate that he would vote for the 
conference report because he believed 
agitation for another bill would con- 
tinue ik the Hawleymoot measure 


failed and American business was in 
no condition “to stand that.” 

Senator Grundy listened attentive- 
ly to his colleague’s speech, and « few 
minutes later, off the floor, he told 
newspapermen he would follow Reed 
in supporting the bill. 

The accession of the two Pennsyl- 
vania votes cast a perceptible wave of 
relief over the republican side of the 
chamber. 

Unusual Sight.

1 know that if this bill fails now 
the same agricultural agitation hich 
provoked a tariff revision at this 
time will persist with increasing

“To have another bill in the next 
long session thrashed out as we 
have thrashed this out for more than 
18 months,” he asserted, “would e 
an unmixed calamity to American in- 
dustry and business. It is better that 
the things should be ended. It is bet- 
ter that this bill, with all its im 
fections, should be adopted. It ‘s bet- 
ter that we should not into another 
session to face another coalition, 
which I fear and fear very greatly, 
becanse perhaps they will do worse 
by us then than they have done this 
time.

Fish of Georgia 


Sate on Sundays 
By Court Orders 


BY HERMAN D. HANCOCK. 

Every enticin object of food may 
be tackled by Georgia fish on Sun- 
days without fear of paying penalty 
to eager fishermen. 

This was the ruling Thursday of 
Justice of the Peace George Tumlin, 
of DeKalb county, in binding over 
four defendants who appeared before 
him for violation of a 23-year-old blue 
law barring Sunday fishing. 

Decision of Judge Tumlin was based 
on a statute which old-timers say was 
passed about 2 or 3 o’clock on Sun- 
day morning on the last day of a 
session. Ordinarily such a law 
would have been void, but the legis- 
lative clock was turned back, as cus- 
tomary, on the last day of the ses- 
sion, and that timepiece wed a late 
herr Saturday night in 1907. 

The law makes Sunday fishing a 
misdemeanor. 

Judge Tumlin’s ruling came just as 
fishing devotees thought they had 
found a loophole through which they 
might cast their lines into Georgia 
streams on Sundays when it was 
stated at the office of Peter Twitty 
that pleasure fishing is not a viola- 
tion of 2 game and ‘fish laws. 
Harold King, secretary of the 
game and * department, made the 
announcement.

WASHINGTON, June 12.—()— 
The dramatic controversy between 
Bishop James Cannon, Jr., and the 
senate lobby committee was officially 
ended today when the investigators 
agreed they would not compel him to 
answer questions about his 1928 anti- 
Smith activities and voted to submit a 
report to the senate. 

By a four to one vote the commit- 
tee agreed not to require the bishop 
to answer questions and later during 
a two-hour session behind closed 
doors, decided to submit to the sen- 
ate a transcript of the examination of 


the churchman. 
Senator Blaine, republican, Wis- 


consin, contended that when the re-

Senator Walsh explained, however, 
that he assented only because of the 
doubt raised as to the authority of 
the committee to go into political 
activities. He has contended all along 
that it did have authority but he fa- 
vored asking for specifie power to re- 
move any uncertainty. 

Chairman Caraway. said the com- 
mittee’s decision would not prevent

IVINS CONVICTED

Filling Station Manager 
Is Found Guilty by Jury 
of Voluntary Man- 
slaughter. 


R. M. Ivins, filling station manager, 
Thursday night was found guilty of 
voluntary manslaughter in the slaying 
of Tom Denaris, proprietor of the 
Adams cafe on Forsyth street, and 
was sentenced to serve from nine to 
ten years in the penitentiary. 

The verdict was returned by a jury 
in Judge Virlyn B. Moore’s court 
after deliberating a little more than 
an hour. The case was given to the 
jury at 10:20 o’clock and the verdict 
returned and read at 11:30 o'clock. 
The trial was completed in one day. 
Ivins’ attorneys gave notice of inten- 
tion to file for a new trial.

chairman of the executive committee, 
and Thomas K..Glenn, chairman of 
the board of directors, who presided.

Following the invocation by Bish 
W. A. Candler, Mr. Ottley review

We felt at the time 
that it should be adequate for the 
needs of the Fourth National bank for 
many decades, but only after thirteen 
years it was found necessary to re- 
model the lower stories extensively 
and take over the entire ground floor, 
which up to that time had been ocev- 
pied by commercial tenants. Anf 
now, after twelve more years of prog- 
ress, growth and consolidation, we 
have had to equire additional terri- 
tory, trebling that wccupied by the 
original structure and complet re- 
build our banking quarters. 

Bank Growth 


“In 1905 the Atlanta National bank, 
the Fourth National bank and the 
Lowry National bank were using ap- 
proximately 22,000 square feet of floor 
space, Today we are preparing floor 
space in the amount of 112,000 
square feet to accommodate the First 
National bank, which is a consolida- 
tion of the banks mentioned 

bove.” 

Mr. Maddox’s address also reviewed 
the history of the bank, harking back 
to the days immediately following the 
Civil War.

The healthcade observed sanitation 
methods in some of Colquitt county's 
leading industries, including dairies.

Although some liberal-sized stand- 
ing orders to purchase wheat on de- 
clines helped at times to rally the 
market, buying was for the most part 
confined to previous sellers who were 
able to collect a profit. In some 
quarters special significance was at- 
tached to the fact that no brisk up- 
turns in values were achieved, al- 
though prices today were below any 

int reached since the middle ot May.

Uncertainty over the German issue, 
probably the largest peace-time bound 
offering ever made, though dwarfed 
by war loans, has been regarded as 
one of the principal factors in the 
desultory course of the market since 
last March’s spurt. With its terms 
known and the bonds definitely start- 
ed into the channels that ultimately 
lead to the strong boxes of permanent 
investors, the market is expected. to 
respond.

On that 
subject, Legge is smilingly uncommu- 
nicative.. 

“The big chief will give out that 
news,” he says and refuses to say 


more, 

When the board launched its wheat 
stabilization operations, financed by 
loans from the half-billion-dollar re- 
volving fund authorized by congress, 
it provoked vehement protest from 
grain dealers who wired President 
Hoover that their business would be 
destroyed.

NEW YORK, June 12.— (Special.) —Jack Sharkey fouled Max 
Schmeling in the fourth round of their prize fight for the heavyweight 
championship of the world this evening and Schmeling was awarded the 
victory and championship on this ground. They had their battle in the 
Yankee stadium with about 70,000 customers present and more than 
$740,000 of the customers’ money in the vaults. 

Sharkey was far ahead of Schmeling at the time the fight ended, hav- 
ing punched him into a dazed condition in the first minute of round 
three, when Schmeling had to go deep into his reserve strength for the 
stamina to keep going. The concluding punch, a left to the body, was 
delivered as Sharkey leaped at his man close to the ropes. There was 
a quick muffled drum of gloves. Both of Sharkey’s mitts hammered the 
body, a right hand landing close to the line of Schmeling’s trunks. Then, 
unseen by most of the crowd, unseen by one of the judges and apparently 
unseen by the referee, Charlie Crowley, a left hand ripped in low and 
Schmeling flopped to the canvas in a little puff of resin dust, his dark 
features Sacmelan in an expression of agony and one hand clawing at 
his abdomen as if he had stopped a bullet.
